Air can be drawn in from outside the cabin 9 and/or inside the cabin by operating the lever 52 or 
52' that operates the dumper 50 or 50'. The air is drawn into the heater box 42 by the fan and 
exhausted out from the exhaust openings 45 into inside the cabin. 

KR 1998-5541 1 discloses a sealing member 12 of rubber material located at the 
end of a door plate 1 1 .
